That is the true ¶ hurch which hath the ſcripture: on their ſide 
and expoundeth them in that ſenſe and meaning which was inten- 
ded by the holie & hoſt, and none can deny, but al this is verified of 
the Catholibe Church and not of the Proteſtant, as a fewe plain 
arguments ſhall make manifeſt. 

Firſt therefore no reaſonin the world can the Proteſtants aleage 
to prous that the ſcriptures be theirs,or to iuſtiſie their interpreta- 

tion, which we cannot bring alſo for ur. For let them con- 
ference of places, recourſe to the fountaines of the Greeke r Hebrue, 
or what elſe they will, all that we can ſay for our ſelnes and with ar 
great probabiluy as they and ſo in any indgmet not pelpablypartial 
we nothing inferior. On the cotoary we to maint ame our 7 
beſide all other helps cite the conſent of ancient Fatbers,the camon 
1 pradtiſe of God Church, the decrees of generall Conncels,none of 
which they will ſtand ro, and therefore in all equity and reaſon wee 


paſting much ſuperionr, can we eee ſenſe ſeriy

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ture, that baxe all theſe to backe our interpretation, ſpecially that 
of Gods ( hurch in. generall conncels, or can the Proteſtants haue 
it that be deſtitute of all theſe,as their deniall of them doth eui- 
dentlie prone and connince.

This forcible Reaſoner ſeemeth now, as if he would come 
to vs, and ioyne iſſue with vs to be tryed by the Scriptures, 
whether the Popiſh Church or our Church, be the true 
Church. But ſurely if there be no more force in his reaſon, 
then plainenes in his dealing this reaſon wil be like his fel- 
lowes, and ſo proue neither forcible nor plaine: For when 
the reckoning of his reaſon is caſt vp, he calleth backe the 
triall of the true Church from the ſcriptures, to his preten- 
ded Fathers and Councels, and againe from them to Gods 
Church, that is (in his meaning) the Popiſh Church, from 
whence all vſeth to be deuolued to the Pope; And ſo in con · 
cluſion, the queſtion being, whether the Popiih Church be 
the true Church, we muſt be tried by the Pope, who were 
much to blame if he would not ſay that his one Church is 
the true Church, for euen theeues will ſay, that they are ho- 
neſt men. Your owne Cannon law hath prouided that in all 
matters of faith, all men yea euen all Biſnops muſt referre 


C. 2. 1 themſelues to the Pope. Qxoties, &. Ni often as anie mat- 


ter of faith is debated, I thinke that all our brethren and fel. 
low Biſhops ought to referre the matter to none but to Peter, that 
is, to the authoritie of his name and honour. What is the autho- 
rity of Peter name and honour but the Pope? and therefore 
che Gloſſethere ſetteth downe in the margent. It is the Popes 
office to determine a queſtion moned about fath. And Thomas 
error, Aquinas, It 28 faith to ftickg to the Popes determination 
in matters of faith, pea and in thoſe things alſo that belong to good 
maners. If then in matter of faith or maners we cannot a» 
gree vpõ ſenſe of ſcripture, the Pope muſtftrike the ſtroke; 
which he will be ſure ſhall not hurt himſelfe : So very fitly

the true ſence of ſcriptures,or whereupom all the Fatbers con- dem. 
ſent in one, which you know to be impoſible to finde? Why 
do you exclude the originall Bibles, and bind all men 
in expoſitions ro your vulgare Latine 4s authenticall, and 
vpom no pretence to be refuſed? Whatſoeuer you boaſt, your 
owne cdſciencestell you that conference of places,and rerourſe 
tothe fountaines,will do your cauſe more harme then good. 
And heereI wiſh the reader to obſerue how ſlylie you infi- 
nuate, that in conference of placet, recourſe to the fount aines,or a- 
ny other help that we vſe, there is onely probility, and there 
fore theſe meanes will not ſerue, there is no reſt till you 
come to that which you call Gods Church in general coun- 
cels, which in concluſion ſhall be all laied in the Popes lap. 
of which pierleſſe meanes to know the vndoubred ſenſe of

but by context of ſcripture, ſome accuſed him — it, as a 
fautor ofthe Zatheram, But Audradim defendes him, and 
glues his reaſons. Firſt, becauſe the Fathers in infinit places 
pecially ofthe old teſtamẽt, leauing the literall ſenſe, which 
he confeſſeth doth onely ſerue to proue doctrine, runne vp- 
on other ſenſes : Heere a man may freely depart from their ex- 
poſtion and ſearch for the literall ſenſe. Secondly becauſe the 
Fathers very oſtẽ ſeekin gtor the true ſenſe of the ſcriptures, 
haue giuen ſenſes very diuerſe and valike one to another: 
which if it be true, when will you finde the conſent of the 
Fathers, about the ſenſe of Scripture: Therefore Andraduw 
concludes that ve wan is bound to their expoſutions,but is at free 
libertie, ſorſabing them all to trie what be can do by Gods belp, and 
to find out another new ſenſe like to the ancient. Fathers ex poſi-

Your next meane is, The common practice of Gods ¶ hurcb. 
Indeede this rule will ſerue your turne well. For, what 
meane you by Geds ¶ hurehꝰ? Forſooth the Popiſh church. 
So then, no interpretation of Scripture may bee good, that 
croſſeth any practice ofthe Popiſh church, ſo you ſhall bee 
ſure to keepe all whole. You ſhould in wiſedom haue con- 
cealed this as a myſterie among your ſelues. For what is it 
elſe but a conſpiracie, that whatſoeuer the Scripture ſaith in

Firſt then as before hath bin noted, Auguſtins was much 
uerſcenein his bookes De Doltr. Chriſt. among ſo many 
meanes as he there ſets downe to ſearch & find out the true 
ſenſe of Scriptures to forget the authority of the Church, 
which you will now haue to be the onely meanes. 

Secondly, in a ſenſe it is true that the authority of Gods 
Church, is a meanes to know both the Canonicall Scrip- 
ture, and the true ſenſe thereof. The Church of God doch 
neither giue being or authority to the Scriptures, nor ſenſe 
to the Scriptures, but being taught of God in both, giues 
witneſſe of both, to her owne children and; euen to thoſe 
that are without, and by che miniſtrie and meanes of her te- 
ſtimonie, they to whom the Scriptures were before vn. 


known,beginto receiue them, an . that haue receiued 


them attaine to the ſenſe of them, by that gift of interpre · 
tation which God hath giuen to his Church, yet doth not 
Gods true Church ſer . 0 authority in mens conſciences 
to binde them without a better Teacher, and of greater au- 
thority to receiue any thing at her handes for Scripture, or 
to reſt in her interpretation of Scriptures without tryall. As 
Phil hauing teſtified to Nathanael. Ve haue founde bum of 
whom Moſes did write aud the Prophnts, Ieſus the ſonne of Io- 
ſeph, when Nathanael made doubt becauſe he was of Na. 
z&reth, doth not inforce his owne authority, but bids him 
come & ſee, ſo the Church teſtifying ofthe Canonical ſcripe 


tures & ofthe true ſenſe ofthem, bids all men come and ſee, Iok. 1.46.

4 churches teſtimony in the beginning of his conuerſion, 
to haue beene the meanes to moue him to thinlce well of 
the ſcriptures. Ego. that is, I being a Mamehee, having not 


yet ſearched the ſcriptures, nor hauing knowen the maieſty 


of the Goſpell. Non crederem, that is, would not haue giuen 
any regard vnto, nor haue beene tractable to learne, as the 
whole booke De vrulit ate credendi ad Honoraradoth ſhew, & 
namely cap. 9. For ( ſaith he) truã religion, vnleſſe thoſe things 
be beleened, which if a man bebaue hemſetfe well, and be wortiuc, 
be may afterv war d attaine to & under land voubont ſome great 
commande of authoritie, can by no meanes bee vvel entred into, 
For (as he ſaieth in the ſame booke )betrweene mans fooliſh- 
nes and the moſt ſincere truth of God. Mans wwiſedome is ſet 
4s a miadle thing, for a vviſe man is to fold ve God, a fooliſb man 
iz to follotv a worſe man: yet as Augnfline there ſayeth, not to 


put his truſt in man, but onely in the ſonne of God, the ſin- 


cere eternall & vnchang eable wiſdome of God,whereunto- 
onely we ought to ſticke. who for our ſakes, namely to be; 
come our Teacher, vouchſafed totake vpon him mans na- 
ture. This moſt ſincere wiſedome, ¶ vntr. Epift. Fandam cap. 
4. he ſerrech in the firſt ranłce (though hauing to deale with 
a Mauichee, hee ſaieth he will omit to ſpeake of it) as that 
which holdes him without any doubting in the boſome of 
the Catholike church, whereas in all his other motiues hee 
onely meanethto ſhew that euen only in the he hath better 
hould then the ¶ Manic hees haue for tlieir hereſie.

were not his. How are theſe deſcried ? Therefore are they re- 
fuſed (faith Auguſtine) becavſe either they did not agree to thoſe 
writings, which were manifeſtly knowen to be theirs, or were not 
acknowledged in the time where: they wrote, nor were commen- 
ded to poſteritie by tbemſelues, or thoſe that were moſt familiar 
with them: and ſpecially of Hippecrates his baſtard bookes, 
when being compared ro thoſe which were tralue knowen to be Hip- 
pocrates bis owne,they were indged to be vnlikg, and becauſe they 
were not keowento be truli: his at the ſame time, when the veſt of 
bu writings came to be knowne. So the eccleſiaſticall writings 
of men are no otherwiſe knowen whoſe they were, bu: be- 
cauſe un the tumes wherem exerie one wrote them, he acquameed 
and pabliſbed ubem to whom be could, and from thence by a conti. 
aned knowledge from one to another, and farcher confirmed, bey c . 
came to their peſteritie exen to our times, In like maner he con- 
cludes ofthe holy Scriptures, If hen m follow the antberitic 
of the Scriptures, which ought to be we all other, fol. 
low that which fromthe times of the verie preſenceef Chriſt, by 
the deſpenſations of the Apoſtles, r 
2 whole 


world, came commended and famonſlie knowen to our timer, 
By all which it is eujdent, that Awgwfmemeancnor to make 
the Catholike Church of his time the author of his beleefe, 
touching the Canonical Scriptures, but the Catholike Church 
ofthe firſt times, who came neereſt to the writing and de- 
liuerie of the Scriptures from the hands of the Apoſtles, and 
the Apoſtolike men that wrote them, for whole teſtimonie 
and commendations ſalce the Church ſucceeding is alſo be- 

leeued. What is this to the ſuppoſed Catholike church of 
our daies, by which you meane the Popes kingdome, when 
euen the true Catholike church of later times neither hath 
nor chalengeth to her ſelfe any credit in this matter, hut as 
ſhe can porduce the teſtimonie of the Catholike church in 

the firſt times? 

Laſtly, Auguſtine there ſaith, Ns me commenerF Eceleſe 
| authoritas.He only aſcribeth to the Churches authoritie, that 
4 it is a motive, and the firſt motiue to induce an vnbeleeuing 
man, to thinke well ofthe Scriptures, but hee reſteth not in 
this motiue. Hauing thus begun, he proceedeth after in ſear- 

ching the Scripture to finde by what ſpirit they were writ- 

ten, and by the authority and teaching af that Spirit, as the 

vndoubted word of God to embrace them, not man now, 

bat God himſelfe inwardlie ſtrengthening and enlightening bis 

unde, as he is before alleadged. What makes all this for the 

authoritie ofthe Popiſh, falſly called Catholike church, to 

lead mens conſciences into captiuitie by her interpretations 

or dererminations, either ofthe Canonicall Scriptures,or of 

their ſenſe. Nay, what makes this for ſuch authoritie as vn. 

der the Churches title you would claime, to depriue Chri 

{tans of any better aſſurance, either touching the Scripture 

or their ſenſe, then it receiued from the authoritie of th 

1 Church, that is of men no leſſe ſubiect to errourthen themꝰ

But you would faineknowe, how the Proteftauts that be- 

leene nothing but Scripture, can by Scripture proone aoainſt Lu- 

ther, that S. Iames his Epiſſie ij; Cavonicull Scripture ?

tchinke you that that Spirit, by whoſe inſpiration holy men 
of God wrote the Scriptures, doth not ſtill breath in the 
ſame Scriptures, by meanes of which Spirit, the word of God Hebt. 3. 13. 
lineth, and is mightie in operation, and by that ſpeciall vertue 
differeth from humane writings, yea cuen thoſe that are 
written of Scripture matters? Either then you muſt diuide 
the Spirit from the Scrip:ures, when Gods children reade it 
(which you cannot doe without diſhonour to the Scrip- 
ures) or you muſt needes confeſſe. that out ofthe Scriptures 
inſpired of God, Gods children doe ſufficiently prooue vn- 
to their owne conſciences, and againſt all gaine. ſayers, that 
the whole Scripture and euery part erf Conamleat char I Cor. 2.4, 
is a ſoucreigne rule to guide the Church in all pointes both 
. concerning faith and maners. For, as the Apoſtles prea- 
ching, fo his writings and all Scripture inſpired of God, 
bath mit ſelfe plaine emdence of the (pirit and of power, that aur 
faith ſhould not be inthe wiſedeme of men, but in the power of God. 
Thus out of $, Pauli Epiſtles, wee can prooue S. Pu Epi- 
ſtles to be Canonical, And out of S. Iames his Epiſtle, wee 
can prooue S. Iames his Epiſtle to be ¶ anonical, and general- 
ly the whole Scripture prooues it ſelfe to be ¶ anonicall, and 
from it ſelfe the Church receiueth witneſſe of it ſelfe. If you 
be ignorant of this, it is becauſe you haue not receiued of 
the annointing of that Spirit, by whom the Scriptures were 
inſpired. And now ceaſe any longer to diſport your ſelfe 
wich this carnall queſtion, ont of what Scripture :be Prote- 
ftants can prooue F. Iames bit Epiſtle to be Canonicall, The 
ſheepe of Chrift doe knowe hp mma ahd they P* 
knowe it not by report, but by it ſelfe they diſcerne it. To 
conclude, becauſe there is danger in expoyaging the Scrip- 
tures contrarie to the true ſenſè intetided bythe holy Ghoſt, 
albownorequialt danger; as in refiifing the holy Scripture 
indagdbythe holy Ghoſt;as Anpuſtmcitifiniiaterh, Confeſſ.

This cauilling obiection hath beene often made by you 
Papiſts, and often anſwered as all men know : and therfore 
it may ſeeme a vaine labour to trauaile in ſatisfying them 
that will accept no ſatis faction. Howbeit for their fakes that 
peraduenture haue ſcene your obiection, but haue taken no 
paines to vnderſtand the anſwere, I will briefly ſet it downe 
ifat leaſt they will vouchſafe to heare it. 

Firſt, therefore you cannot be * che Hebrue 
word S bes doth in that tongue properly Hgnifie the graue, 
as the learned interpreters of that tongue do obſerue, and 
Doctor Falke againſt Gregorie Marte hath maintained. 
Paynine gives that interpretation, firſt as the naturall pro- 
prietic of the word, and accordingly tranſlaterh,Gen.42.38 
Et deſcendere facutis meam canitiem cum dolore ad ſepalebrum,

this very place. Pſalm. 1 6. 10. on derelinques a-

niman mean in ſepalchre. Thom wilt not leans my ſoule in graus. 
And ſo likewiſe in other e as Gen. 37. 35. lob. 17. 13. 
1 Kg. 2.9. Ge. In all which places Arias Movrame alter · 
eth not his tranſlation, and your Louanian ¶ enſors haue ap- 
prooued it. Is it malitious corruption in our tranſlations and 
not in yours: | 
Secondly, by the interpretation of Peter and Paul. Act. 2. 
31& 33. & 3.35.3 6.37. The Prophet here ſpake of Chriſts 
reſurrection, but as touching his retorne from hell, neither 
in this place do they ſo interpret Dauid words, nor in any 
other place rightly vnderſtood, make any mention of it. If 
the place then be to be vnderſtood ofthe reſurreRion „ and 
that in both cauſes, Thou wilt not leaus my ſoule in graue, nor 
fuffer thine holy one to ſee corruptio. As Peter. Add. 2. 3. expreſ- 
ly ſaieth, the words eig «d\s muſt needes be vnderſtood of 
the place from whence he was raiſed which was the graue: 
Neither make it any thing againſt this ſenſe, that his ſoule 
was not in the graue: For firſt the word u heere carieth 
the ſame ſenſe that Nepheth doth in the P/alme. It is ſo cleere 
that that word muſt be taken for a dead body oftentimes, as 
Bez.4 hath obſerued, that as Doctor Fulle againſt Martine 
hath obſerued of five places, by B:z2aalleaged, Leuit. 19. 28. 
. 2 1. T. & 11. Num. g. 2. &. 9. 10. where the word Nepheth, 
muſt needes haue that ſenſe, your owne vulgar hath ſo 
tranſlated it in all theſe places but the laſt, and therefore this 
place being ſpoken of the reſurrection, it may likewiſe be ſo 
vnderſtood heere. beſides doth not the ſcripture ſpeaking 
of Danid ſay: Hi ſepulehre remaineth with vt vnto this day? Is 
not Danids ſoule a part of Dawid? yet was not Danidi ſoule 
in his ſepulchre, nor died, nor was buried, ſee you not then, 
that the word Sie before, is put for the manhood as in 
the article of our faith wee ſay, Chriſt died and was buried. 
not that the whole manhood was buried, but the one part 
which is yet denõinated of the whole. And while the body 
lyeth and corrupteth in the graue, the ſoule in that behalfe 
ſufferetha ptiuation, although it be not ſhut vp with the bo. 
dy in the graue, and thus Davids ſoule was and is left in the 
graue in regard of the body which there remaineth in cor- 


ruption, 
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ruption. Chriſtes ſoule in like ſenſe was there while the bo-ꝛ 
dy lay in the graue, but was not left in the graue, becauſe 
the body remained not there to ſee corruption. 

And indeed whoſoeuer doth rightly and religiouſly ob- 

ſerue the oppoſition betweene Chriff and Dad, in theſe 
words, ſhall ſoone perceiue what is heere meant both b 
u and xg . For of Chriſt, the Pſalmiſt ſaith, T how ſhaft 
not leane my ſoule in do. Of Daxid, Peter faith, He died and 
is buried, & his Sepulchre remaineth with vnto this day: But his 
ſoule remaineth neither in hell, nor properly in the grauezin 
theſe things therefore there is no oppolition. Butthis place 
muſt be ſo vnderſtood that there nay be oppoſition. That 
which is of Dazids part is plaine, he is to this day left buried, 
and in his graue, that which is of Chriſt mult be contrarie, 
that his body was nor left in the graue, vnleſſe the ſenſe of 
this place, and theſe words be {o taken, the Apoſtle doth 
nor ſufficiently prooue, that D avid ſpake of the reſurreition of 
Chriſt, Hee rather ſpake in your vnderſtanding of the deli- 
uerie of Chriſter ſoule out of hell, which might haue beene 
(ifir had pleaſed him in ſoule to deſcend thither) albeit his 
body had ſtill remained, and ſeene corruption in the graue. 
Thus to maintaine your erroneous fanſies, you ſticke not to 
ouerthrow a ſpeciall argument, which the holy Ghoſt vſeth 
againſt the lewes, to prooue the reſurrection of Chriſt out 
ofthat Pſalme. 

Thirdly, becauſe you ſay it is a malitious corruption 
againſt the deſcending of Chriſt into hell, what if it were 
tranſlated, thou wilt not leaue my ſoule in hell, would it 
prooue that Chriftes ſoule was in hell? nothing leſſe. Au. 
guſtine vpon that place of the Plalme, Qesmam non derelin- 
ques animans mean ininferno,maketh this gloſſe, Becauſe tbon 
wilt neither gine my ſoule to be poſſeſſed of hel, and vpon the 
next words, Neque dabis Sanctum tun videre corraptionem, 
neque ſauctificarum corpus per quod & aly ſanitificands ſunt, cor- 
rumpi patieris. bos wilt not (ſaith Auguſtine) deiner wy ſoule 
jo be poſſeſſed of bel, nor 4 ſauchifted body, by which others 
alſo muſt de ſãctiſied, to be corrupted: Not to be left in hell, and uot 
to be daliuered vmo bell, with him is all one. It is true there · 
un M 2 fore, 


fore, that God left not his ſoule in hell, berauſe he neuer de- 
liuered his ſoule to hell, and ſo he neuer came there in ſoul. 
The ſame Father writing vpon the 85. Pſalme, vpon thoſe 
words, Eruiſti animam meam ex inferno inferiori, conferreth 
them with the words of this Pſalme now in queſtion, Quo- 
niam non deri liquiſt; animam meam in inferno, and giueth this 
interpretation of both, Hee ſaide, that God deltnered lus ſowle 
from the lower hell, becauſe be deliuered bum from ſuch ſinnes, by 
which be might be brought to the torments of the lower hell. As 
¶ ſaieth hee) a man may ſay to a Phiſician, who perceiuing 
that hee was like to fall into ſome diſeaſe, preſcribed him 
a diet for his health, then haſt deliuered me from a diſeaſe, not 
wherein hee was, bat wherein bee was like to be; and to him 
that defends him, when hee is like to be caried topriſon, 
or in danger to be hanged bos haſt deltwered my ſonle from the 
priſon or from the ga{lowes , wherein the party neuer was. So 
Chriſt taking our ſinnes vpon him whereunto hell fire was 
due, and conflicting with the wrath of God, being ſuppor- 
ted by his Father, that hee ſhould not be deliuered euer into 
the power of hell, confidently reioyceth in God ſaying, I 
haue ſet the Lord almaies before me, he is at my riglu hand, there« 
fore 1 Pall not he mooned, wherefore my heart is glad, my tongue 
reicyceth, ut fleſb alſo ſpall veſt in hope, For thou wilt not leane yy 
ſonle in hell (if you will needes ſo tranſlate) neither wilt thou 
ſuffer thine holie one io ſee corruption, not meaning that he had 
beene in hell, or was to be in hell, but giuing thanks to God 
who heard his prayer, and preſerued him from hell, as che 
Apoſtle ſaith, Heb. 5. 7. Hee 245 beard in that which he feared. 
So you ſee it may be tranſlated as you would haue it, and yet 
you get nothing by it.

To the like effect he writeth 
vpon the 88.Pſalme. If Chriſt went into no other hell then 
the faichfull goe, hee neuer went into hell of the damned, 
where the faichfull neuer come. And therefore to conclude, 
Auguſtine though he tranſlate in inferno and ex inferno, mea- 
neth onely the graue, or atthe largeſt, the Region of death 

, whitherthe dead goe. Say not then that we tranſlate grave 

dagainſt Chriſts deſcending into hell: wee may with Augn- 
fine tranſlate hell, and yet with him not meane the hell of 
the damned, but the common hell ofthe dead. 


Likewiſe to auoide the deſcending of Chriſt into hell for the de- 
limerie of the olde Fathers, they tranſlate thus, ¶ briſt bath once

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and all ſenſuality more like to the rich glutton then to Abra. 
bam: neither may the olde Fathers for whoſe deliuerance 


Chriſt deſcended, as you ſay, be branded with the note of 
diſobedience, to whom the holy Ghoſt beareth witneſſe, 


Heb.11. 13.39, that they died in the faith, aud had good report for their faith. This 


place therefore ſpeaking of Chriſtes comming in the Spirit, 
and preaching to the Spirits that were lifobedient in the 
daies of Noe, cannot be applied to the Fathers in Abraham 
boſome,which alſo very vnfitly may be termed a priſon. 


Secondly, if it be yeelded. that Chriſt went in ſoule to the 


place called Abrahams boſome (as we denie not but he did, 
it being all one with that Paradiſe, wherein Chriſt promiſed * 


that the penitent theefe ſhould be with him(yerif your Lim- 
lu be inthe Region of hell. & a border of hell, Chriſt could 
not deſcend into it, when he went into Abrabaut boſome; 
for betweene Hell and Abraham boſome there is a great 
C basr, or as Augnſiine ſaith, Quidam hiatus multum ea ſepa- 
rant, a certaine wide gay much ſeparating them, a wide ſpace of 
diſtance that none can come out of the one Region into the 
other, and therefore Auguſtine reſolueth, that Abrahams bo- 
ſome, which is an habitation ofa kinde of ſecret quietnes or 
reſt, is at no hand to be thought or beleeued to be any part 
of hell. In ſo much that if the Scripture had ſaid, that 25 
when he died went into Abrabawr boſome, Auguſtine mer- 
uaileth wherher anie man would hane beene ſo bolde, as ont of ſuch 
words to affirme, that (rift deſcended into hell. 

- Thirdly, Auguſtine beating his head about that place, as 
Suodiu. o vnto him, namely to ſee how it might be 
applied to Chriſtes deſcending into hell, findes ſo many 
difficulties in it, that hee wiſheth Euodius rather to conſider 
whether the whole place belong not hing at all ro bell, but rather to 
thoſe times, the paterne whereof Peter applied to the times preſent, 
to ſbem that _ which now beleene not the Goſpell preac bed, are 
like thoſe that beleenednet,andperiſhedin the dairs of Noe. Thus 

app! _ place to the example ofthoſe daies, Non ſuſþi- 
cemny ({aich Auguſtine) quod apud inferos ad faciendes fidetes 
atg, lib eraudos Euangelium prodicatum ſit. Let vt not imagine

which Euodius had taken hold of from others, Auguſfim 
ſaith, The author of it ſeemes to baue beene drameu, becanſe Peter

(ſaith he) it might not be vnderſtoode of t heir ſoules , woho then 
were ſhut vp in the darknes of ignorance at in a priſon, to whi then

| preaching to the wnbeleeners before the day of 1ndgement, and ſo 


thoſe time» are a paterne of theſe. Thus hauing anſwered this 


hiection he proceedeth to anſwere another, that might be

T.et this trouble no man ((aith Auguſtine) Nendum enim vene-

ment of cht But Papiſts admit no triall oftheir faith, but 
by chetnſclues they are the Church. The Pope is the ſu- 
Paſtor : he that will not heare this Church arid this 
aſtor, is held fuathema as an heathen or Pablitan.
